Only a few years ago the 
thought of planting an orchard 
of apples, pears, plums, cherries, 
peaches, nectarines, quince, apri- 
cot, orange, lemon, grapefruit, 
limes, and including several va- 
rieties of each, on an average city 
lot seemed impossible. But now 
with the development of the mod- 
ern dwarfing stocks,over sixty 
trees can be planted where only 
4 standard apple trees could 
grow. 


This means that on your lot, 
you can have several varieties of 
each fruit, plus room for grapes, 
berries, vegetables and flower 
garden. : 
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The modern dwarfed tree pro- 
duces full size fruit in an amaz-~ 
ing number of varieties. They 
produce fruit years ahead of 
standard trees with much less 
work. Almost all of the spraying, 
pruning, thinning and harvest- 
ing can be done from the ground. 
Quality of the fruit is generally 
better on dwarf trees because 
these essential operations can be 
done more thoroughly and easily. 


To sum it up: 

Dwarfed trees take less space. 
By planting more trees you can 
extend your season as much as 
two months in some cases by get- 
ting early, mid-season and late 
varieties. 


Dwarfed trees are easier to 
spray, prune and harvest. A tree 
that grows from 5 to 10 feet is 
much easier to care for than one 
that grows 20 to 30 feet. 


Dwarfed trees bear sooner. A 
standard apple tree takes 4 to 5 
years to produce fruit while a 
dwarfed tree sometimes has 
fruit the same year planted. 


Fruit produced on dwarfed 
trees is generally better quality, 
earlier ripening and better color 
than on standard trees. 
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THE FLORY DWARF PEACH 


This strikingly new Natural 
dwarfed tree is literally covered 
with the largest and most beau- 
tiful peach blossoms you have 
ever seen.

Not only is the Flory peach 
amazing in itself but it has quite 
a history, too: 


In the summer of 1939, an 
American Army officer on a mis- 
sion for the Chinese Nationalist 
Army, was in Northern China. 
While staying with a Chinese 
family he noticed a small peach 
tree loaded with fruit. He ate a 
few peaches, and because of their 
unique flavor and the small size 
of the tree, he put three of the 
pits in the pocket of his leather 
coat. 


Shortly after that he was 
wounded by the Japanese and 
was sent home to the United 
States. He was then transferred 
to a hospital in Modesto, Califor- 
nia, where he recovered. Before 
he left Modesto for his home in 
the Kast he found his three peach 
pits and planted them at the 
home of a friend, Mr. C. R. Flory. 


One tree was the result of this 
planting, and all the trees we 
have today are the direct de- 
scendants of that tree. Mr. Flory 
immediately saw the horticul- 
tural importance and value of 
this tree which now bears his 
name. He has selected and prop- 
agated the best strains until just 
now we are ready to put this new 
tree on the market.
